Ednoalioaal circles are in a pitch of 
izoitensMit over the introduction in the 


fmb lio sohooteof Ohioogo of a system o i 
nskmolion in what may b e termed 
lightning arithmetic. Many of thoae 
interested maintain that the proposition 
is impmotioab le on the theory that only 
such persoDs as have natural withmet- 
ioal genius can b s ab le to use to advan­ 
tage any sc» T of rapid oaloulaticm. The 
incident end the attending interest led 
a representative to make some inquiry 
into whether or not there is any move­ 
ment to introduoe the new system in 
the schools of this o itj. Although it is 
the snhjeot o i iK>t a little disonssion 
among the teaob ers o i the city, no iSeps 
have as yet b emi taken. 
Ob» a t the most interested in thisoity 
ia Mr. O. JX Hinkle, who ia qonneoted 
with the M. C. Lilley company. Mr. 
Hinkie has b een in the mexmuitile tmsi- 
ness for a numb er of years, much of 
which time has b een spent in this oity, 
and haa b een regarctod as one of the 
most rapid caloulatinrs in the statn His 
work has not b een on the fancy order, 
b ut straightforward use of n^id meth­ 
ods in israotioal b nsineaa. Having seen 
Mr. Hinkle add, snb traot, divide and 
multiply l(» g liste of flguxea in b illing 
out goo^ of all sorts as faM as his aa- 
sistant oonJd oall them off to him, and 
in 800 pages of ledger aooonnts haviim 
made not one single mistake. The £ Hs 
patoh was interested to know whether 
the system mentioiied in Chicago was 
related in any way to that which ha 
need. 
Mr. Hinkle waa fonnd moat enthnsi- 
astioaily interested in the method, n A 
qniokly remarked, nptm b eing asked, 
that the snppoaed new system was iden­ 
tically the Hume that he has b esn using 
for 86 years. Indeed, Mr. Hinkle has 
b een fcnr a numb er of years thinking se- 
rionsly of making an effort to have 
some of the schools take it up as a part 
o t their ooone of instrootion. Spesdring 
a t 
new method. Mr. Hinkle said: 
“ is the systmn scmnd? Is it praotioalf 
Tes, mo^ emphatically to b oth qnes- 
tions. It is natural computation, and it 
is just as easy to teach a child car grown 
person the relationship 
numb ers as it 
is to teach them the relaticmship b e­ 
tween perscms. Use 100 tor the b caul of 
the geological tree of the family of fig­ 
ures, and ft is Just as eaiqr and natural 
to teaob a child that 86 per cent of any 
amount is cme-fouith of it, b ecause 85 
is one-fcmrth of 100, as it is to teach 
him that that old gmitleman ia his 
grandfather b eeaose he is his mother’s 
father, or that 18J^ per cent ia one- 
, eighth of any amount, b ecause it ia one-

b ecause b e u b is lather’s b rother’s child. 
" I’U give yon some examples in short 
mental arithmetic for a chauge. Say 
you b uy 80 yards of carpet at 02 
cents; 6 2 cents is five-eighths of lOO; 

Easy numb er, 
yes. Take an odd one. Bay 88 yards at

Educational circles are in a pitch of 
ixoitement over the introduction in the 
ublio schools cf Chicago of a system of 
nstraction in what may be termed 
lightning arithmetic. 
Many of those 
interested maintain that the proposition 
is impracticable on the theory that only 
such persons sa have natural arithmet­ 
ical genius oan ba able to use to advan 
tage any sort of rapid calculation. The 
incident and the attending interest led 
a representative to make some inquiry 
into whether or not there is any move­ 
ment to introduce the new system in 
the schools of this city. Although it is 
the subject of not a little discussion 
among tbs teachers of the city, no steps 
have as yet been taken 
One of the most interested in this city 
is Mr. O. D. Hinkle, who is connected 
with the M. C. Li I ley company. Mr. 
Hinkle has been in the mercantile bual 
for a number of years, much of 
which time has been spent in this city, 
and has been regarded as one of the 
most rapid calculators in the state. His 
work has not been on the fancy order, 
but straightforward use of rapid meth­ 
ods in practical business. Having seen 
Mr. Hinkle add, subtract, divide and 
multiply long lists of figures in billing 
oat goods of all sorts as fast ss his as­ 
sistant could call them off to him, and 
in 600 pages of ledger accounts having 
made not one single mistake, The Dis 
patch was interested to know whether 
the system mentioned in Chicago was 
related in any way to that which ha 
used. 
Mr. Hinkle was found most enthusi­ 
astically interested in the method, and 
quickly remarked, upon being asked, 
that the supposed new system was iden­ 
tically the kame that he baa bean using 
for 26 years. Indeed, Mr. Hinkle has 
been for a number of years thinking se­ 
riously of making an effort to have 
some of the schools take it up as a part 
of their course of instruction. Speaking 
of the new method, Mr. Hinkle said: 
’ ’Is the system sound? Is it practical? 
Yes, meat emphatically to both ques­ 
tions. It is natural computation, and it 
is just as easy to teach a child or grown 
person the relationship of numbers as it 
is to teach them the relationship be­ 
tween persons. Use IOO for the head of 
the geological tree of the family at fig­ 
ures, and ft is just ss easy and natural 
to teach a child that 36 per cent of any 
amount is one-fourth of it, because 26 
is one-fourth of IOO, aa it is to teach 
him that that old gentleman is his 
grandfather because he is his mother’s 
father, or that 12% per cent is one-
